Upshaw Asks That Hard- 
ing Call World Meet to 
Urge Powers to Aid 
Prohi Enforcement.

Washington, June 15.—All Wash- 

ington—both houses of congress, sev- 

eral of the administrative depart- 
ments, most of the reform bureaus and 
representatives of the “wet” interests 

—appears to have entered the hubbub 

raging about the shipping board’s 

sea-going bars. 

Not only have the domestic rami- 
fications of the question broadened 
until the ship-subsidy bill is increas- 
ingly threatened and the question of 
licensed saloons revived, but it has 
now entered the realm of international 
pelitics and economics. 

Here are some of the suggestions 
siready offered in one or another 
of the interested quarters as represen- 
tatives of all perspiringly struggle to 
find a solution: ! 

1. A joint resolution of congress 
prohibiting the shipping board from 
\elling intoxicants on its vessels. This 
was suggested in official quarters as 
8 possibility, but “impracticable,” be- 
enuse it still would net eliminate the 
“fatal” competition afforded by for- 
eign ships. 

2. A decision by Attorney-General 
[Daugherty on the question, which 
could, if desired, be taken to the Unit- 
ed States supreme court. This, it was 
admitted would require at least six 
months. 

Might Vote on Land. 
3. A suggestion by Senator Cara- 
way, democrat, that, since a, “vote for 
_the subsidy bill would constitute a 
vote for the licensed saloon,” the lat- 
ter question might pe brought up at 
the same time to permit of working- 
men getting their beer in certain sec- 
tions of the country where the poor 

predominate. ‘A 
3; 4 A proposal by Congressman Up- 

shaw, democrat, that President Hard- 
* ing call an international conference 
to urge all powers against permitting 
their vessels to enter American ports 
with intoxicants. 

5. A suggestion by Wayne B. 
Wheeler, counsel of the Anti-Saloon 
League, that the recent supreme court 
decision forbidding foreign ships to 
enter American ports with liquor, be 
enforced. 

6. Proposal by Senator King, dem- 
ecrat, that the salary of Chairman 
Lasker, of the United States shipping 
board, be stopped “if he doesn’t stop 
trying to aggrandize himself.” 

7. Several threats to amend the 
ship subsidy bill to forbid sale of in- 
toxicants on American vessels. 

, For “Land-Lubber.” 

8 Suggestion advanced in “wet” 
quarters that the prohibition law be 
modified to permit of “the poor land- 
lubber as well as the rich sea-traveler 
getting his drink.” 

9. An appeal by Senator Caraway 
to Senator Willis, as the personal 
friend of Attorney-General Daugherty 
and President Harding and an ardent 
“dry,” to privately ask these officials 
“to prevent Ameticnn ships from car- 
tying booze.” 


10—A suggestion that idle shipping 


board boats be sold to start “dnchor- 
age bars” outside the three-mile limit, 
with other idle boats to act as ferries 
for the thirsty. 

41—A counter suggestion by Wayne 
Wheeler that the tariff bill be amend- 
ed to extend the three-mile limit fur- 
ther out to sea, the better to control 
cum runners.

STEADY DECREASE 
IN PUBLIC DEBT

Latest General Account- 
ing Shows Indebtedness 
of Government. to Be 
$23,000,000,000.

#@Vashington, June 15.—Secretary 
Mellon has estimated that the final 
income tax payments for 1921, just 
made will approximate $300,000,000, 
but against this the treasury must 
meet payments during June totalling 
$755,000,000. 

The treasury’s bills for the month of 
June, itemized disclose $250,000,000 
owing for the redeemed Victory 3 
3-4’s, redemption of which began 
Thursday ; $380,000,000 owing for ma- 
turing treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness; and $125,000,000 interest 
on the public debpt. 

Therefore to meet these bills, the 
government will need about $250,000,- 
000 additional over and above existing 
balances with depositaries. For this 
purpose one-year 3 3-4 Treasury Cer- 
tificates have been issued. 

Debt Diminishing. 
~ Although these figures would seem 
to indicate that ‘the government is do- 
ing business on the wrong side of the 
ledger, nevertheless the public debt is 
steadily diminishing. 
If Secretary Mellon’s $300,000,000 
June income tax installment estimate 
is borne out by returns, total tax re- | 
turns for tlie last fiscal year 1922 will . 
be approximately $2,000,000,000. 
Up to date the government has paid 
more than $410,000,000 on the public 
debt for the fiscal year 1922. The pub- 
lie debt total as of June 30, 1922, will 
probably be slightly more than $23,- 
000,000,000. 

The peak of public indebtedness was 
August 31, 1919, at which time the 
government owed in round numbers 
$26,596,000,000. Since then it has 
been reduced about $1,000,000,000 a 
year. 

The public debt is now divided into 
bonds, notes, treasury certificates, war 
savings securities, debt on which in- 
terest-has ceased and non-interest bear- 
ing debt. . 

Rond Total $16,000,000,000. 

The laest general accounting of the 
public debt—May 31—discloses a bond 
total of $16,002,258,970. The four 
Liberty loan obligations now total $16,- 
118,418,500. The remainder of this 
bond obligation represents consols of 
1930, the United States loan of 1925, 
three Panama bond issues, conversion 
bonds and postal savings bonds. 

The two Victory note issues now to- 
tal $2,571,504,450. | 

Treasury notes outstanding at pres- 
ent, tatol $1,921,265,900; treasury cer- 
tificates, $1,736,749,000; and war sav- 
ings securities $670,687,978,00. 

These items represent the total in- 
terest bearing debt. “The remaining 
debt, including that on which inter- 
est has ceased or is non-interest bear- 
ing totals $236,372,308. 

At the present time, the excess of or- 
dinary receipts over ordinary expendi- 
tures, exclusivé of the publie debt ex- 
penditures—which are of fiive types: 
1, Sinking fund; 2, receipts for fed- 
eral estate taxes; 3, retirments from 
federal reserve bank franchise taxes; 
4, retirements from repayments from 
foreign governments, and 5, retire- 
ments from gifts, forfeitures and other 
miscellaneous receipts—totals about 
$585,720.000. This sum is used for 
current ‘operations of the government.

Many carriers have already been 
approached and required to pay a por- 
tion of their salary to the fund, it is 
alleged. 

Office Holders Subpoenaed. 

A large number of federal office 

holders from various points in the 
state were at the federal building 
Thursday on subpoena, but owing to 
the fact that the grand jury had not 
completed the federal prison investiga- 
tion the republican probe was post- 
poned until Friday morning. 
- Officials of the republican staté 
central committee maintained Thurs- 
Gay that the investigation was in- 
stigated in Washington by disgruntled 
Georgia politicians, who are attempt- 
ir.g to discredit the party organization 
in Georgia. They claimed that in no 
instance was an involuntary donation 
received. 

According to C. C. Coyle, secretary 
of the central committee, the investi- 
gation is welcomed. 

“The probe will not break up the 
republican arty in Georgia,” he 
enid, “They can indict whomever 
they please; they can send anybody to 
juil they want to, but the party is 
scing on, andthe work in Georgia for 
the white redubfican party is going 
forward.” | 

Phillips Denies Charges. 

In Washington dispatches, Thurs- 
day, J. L. Phillips, chairman of the 
republican state central committee, is 
quoted as saying:

London, June 15.—The draft of 
the new Irish constitution made pub- 
lic tonight on the eve of the Irish 
election gives, as the document itself 
states, force of law to the Anglo-Irish 
treaty and expressiy declares that any 
provisions of the constitution or any 
amendment thereto, or any law en- 
acted under the constitution, whicli 
1s in any respect repugrant to the 
treaty, shall be void and inoperative. 

The constitution thus embodies con- 
nection with the British crown, as 
already established in the treaty, and 
generally places the relations between 
Jieland and the empire on the same 
uasis as Canada and the other domin- 
ions. 

The constitution requires every 
member of the free state. parliament 
to subscribe faith and allegiance to 
the constitution and sweac to be faith- 
ful to-the king in virtue of the com- 
mon citizenship of Ireland and Great 
Britain and Ireland’s membership in 
the British commonwealfh of na- 
tions, . 

Has 79 Articles. 


The document has 79 articles and 
‘@ considered an up-to-date -instru- 
ment, not only granting female suf- 
frage, proportional representation and 
a referendum to the people; but also 
empowering the people themselves to 
initiate legislation. It gives to the 
chamber great power with respect to

Mexican Bonds Become 
Steadier as Reports of 
New Revolutions. Are 
Repudiated.

Washington, June 15.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—With re- 
ports from New York indicating a suc- 
cessful outcome of the financial ne- 
gotiations between treasury officials 
of the Mexican government and 
American baiawrs. there is evidence in 
Washington today of a strong recur- 
rence of sentiment in favor of recog- 
nition of the border republic. 

For several weeks, Senor Del La 
Huerta, representing the Mexican 
treasury, has been in conference with 
American bankers in New York with 
reference to the external debt of that 
country. State department officials 
are said to have watched the pro- 
ceedings with keen interest, with the 
view of re-opening the recognition 
question, pending a successful settle- 
ment of the negotiations. Now since 
market quotations an recent days have 
disclosed an upward tendency in list- 
ings on the New York exchange, ru- 
rors are afloat in Washington that 
some interesting announcement will 
be made from Secretary Hughes’ of- 
fice at an early date. 

* Based on these rumors and the 
29ptimistic reports from New York, in- 
quiries have been made at the state 
department. The reply given was 
simply to the effect that the Mexican 
government had not been recognized 
by the United States yet, without 
surther camment on the subject. Ob- 
servers see in the reply some inkling 
cf forthcoming news, and believe that 
the whole question is under considera- 
tion. 

Rumors Circulated, 

At the time Del La Huerta arrived 
ic this country, all kinds of rumors 
were circulated concerning the in- 
ternal situation in Mexico, It was 
aeserted that new evidences of revo- 
lutionary outbreaks were present in 
certain sections of the country, and 
that Diaz, nephew of the former pres- 
ident, Madeiro Diaz, who was over- 
thrown by Carranza, was at the head 
of 15,000 armed men on the Gaute- 
mala border. 

These reports, together with others 
mentioning alleged activity of Villa, 
the former revolutionary leader, were 
‘branded as false by the ‘Mexican 
charge de’affairs, Senor Don Manue: 
C. Tellez, in an interview with a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution at the 
foreign embassy.

our constitution, then the manufac- 
ture, transportation and sale of 
liquors for beverage purposes any- 
where beneath the American flag, 
violates the spirit, the fact and the 
act of our organic law. ©

Despite all attempts from politi- 
cal or other sources to discourage 
and discredit him, he has directed 
the investigation and the prosecu- 
tion of the cases thus far made in 
a@ manner calculated not only to 
clarify the situation, but to in- 
spire those who have been or who 
may be caught in the net with a 
higher respect for the law. 

The activities of the district at- 
torney and his assistants through- 
out the course of this investigation 
thus far have been such as to com- 
mand the respect and merit the 
commendation of the public.

TIME TO TRAIN FOR YOUR VA- 
CATION. 

The annual vacation: habit, which 
appears to be increasing alarmingly 
in America, would perhaps bring a 
less serious strain upon health and 


endurance if folks addicted to the 
habit made some little endeavor to 
condition themselves in advance. As 
it is the casualties are something 
appalling, and from the time when 
the early vacationists come tottering 


low-eyed, nervous wrecks, to the last 
forlorn stretcher party bearing the 
Jatest word in typhoid about the ides 
of October, doctors simply can’t 
siuatch an opportunity to slip away 
and make fools of themselves. 

There is something strangely per- 
verse and wrong about the vacation 
babit, for almost invariably the indi- 
vidual who needs a vacation most 
sets none at all, and those who are 
only injured and made less useful, 
if possible, by such an interruption, 
get a long one each year with full pay 
and the world’s blessing. Take mother, 
for example. I mean the mother who 
mothers her own children, and keeps 
her own house instead of hiring some 
one to substitute for her. Who ever 
neard of mother getting a vacation? 
Why, it isn’t done. When it comes 
to the question of a vacation for 
mother, the whole family is one with 
me on the unwisdom of any such in- 
terruption of the o@dinary routine. 
Everybody vacates recklessly enough 
et our house but mother—we keep 
mother at home on the.job for the 
good of her health, you understand. 
She ought to be glad of the chance— 
don’t we furnish her 21 meals a week 
the year round? 

But mother aside, and speaking se- 
riously now, any one purposing to risk 
a vacation should take certain sound 
precautions for the protection of his 
health. iIfitisto bean orgy of swim- 
ming, hiking, tennis or other stren- 
uous sports..the prospective vaca- 
tionist should begin at least six weeks 
in- advance to train by’ regular daily 
exercise gradually increased and by 
daily walks over gradually increasing 
distances. This should include also a 
eradually increasing. exposure to the 
sun, as prevention of sunburn. One 
not acenstomed to exposure should be- 
tin with periods of not more than 
five minutes of direct exposure, three 
timea . day. and irerease the dura- 


etieceeding day. If something like this 
were the rule we doctors would not 
rean such a huge harvest treating 
wicked. sunburn, because the skin 
would be gradrally tanned. not 
burned. and thus made insénsitive to 
Ion’ exposure. 

The menace of typhoid still pursues 
the vacation-mad traveler. not only 
in polluted drinkine water, but in 
various fresh vegetables washed with 
nolinted water, and in all kinds of 
food. raw or cooked, which has heen 
handled by a person who is, perhaps 
unwittingly, a carrier of typhoid ba- 
cilli.. So far as danger from drinking 
water is concerned every vacationist 
may protect himself in either of two 
wavs, namely, by boiling »1l water be- 
fore drinking it. or by dissolving in 
ench quart a halazone tablet to dis- 
infect it. Halnazone is a_ chliorine- 
compound especially prevared for this 
purpose and vurchasahle from druez- 
gists. everywhere. For protection

Declares Heyward’s 
Article Argument 
For Enforcement 


Editor Constitution: The recent ar- 
ticle of James B. Heyward, in which 


he commends Judge Powell's" utter- 
ances on the Volstead act, wins for 
its author the distinction of being 
able to put more irrelevancies in a 
limited space than the average man 
can accomplish. 

The author says, “the said law has 
not only proved a failure but is the 
most debasing force that ever af- 
flicted the country,” and then as if 
his statements were above criticism 
and had in them a mystic power of 
settling arguments forever, he gives 
not one reason in support of bis con- 
tention. 

Upon the other hand he advances 
some strikingly forceful reasons for 
prohibition. Extract from this ar- 
ticle certain portions in which the 
author tells what it is that he is 
yoing to argue and the remainder will 
be a most forceful argument for the 
rigid enforcement of the Volstead act. 

He contends that our young men, 
and even fhe young women. have over- 
whelmingly turned profligates and that 
family altars and home conditions 
have suffered a severe decline. Il 
would like to debate this with the 
author, but granting that it is true, 
the process by which the author rea- 
eons around to the Volstead act as 
the cause of it taxes the rational 
mind to understand. Wherein would 
a repeal of the Volstead act better 
rome conditions and how many family 
altars would liquor erect in Georgia if 
allowed to flow free again? How many 
did it ever erect in its history? If 
the author will produce one case where 
Jiquor ever made a man better, a 
woman purer, or gave to a young man 
or woman higher ideals, I will bow 
to his contention. In pointing out 
that some.of the young men are car- 
rying their hip-pocket flasks and cor- 
rupting their. female companions, the 
enthor submits an overwhelming argu- 
ment for the enforcement of the Vol- 
stead act and makes its repeal to ap- 
pear the absurdest of folites. He de- 
plores the prevalency of drunkenness 
and to cure it he would not enforce 
the prohibition law, but give them 
more liquor. “O consistency, thou 
art a jewel!” 

The author is correct when he con- 
demns the “cussing out” of the boot- 
legger and the excusing of the respect- 
able citizen who buys from him. The 
inan who buys is as guilty as the man 
who sells. But that is not the end 
of my convictions. 

The author daims to have knowl- 
edge of certain highly respected pri- 
vate homes where high-class whisky 
is to be found; he even acknowledges 
to having secured it there. The man 
who is respectable by virtue of the 
amount of taxes he pays and has a 

rivate stock in his cellar and who 
nvites a man into his home to drink 
‘a, together with his friend, as 
the common bootlegger and his cus- 
tomer. There is no difference: one 
furnishes and the other consumes. The 
sentiment that while the violator of 
most laws is a criminal and the 
enemy of society, yet the violator of 
the Volstead act is still respectable 
|is a sentiment of the liquor crowd. 
They would like for the public to 
ev feel, but the public does not and 
the hest citizens of Georgia. regard 
the violator of the Volstead act as any 
other criminal who wantonly disre-

Building Program. 

Uurging the trustees that they begin 
immediately upon the outlining of a 
building program to provide more 
class rooms and dormitory space at 
the University of Georgia, the chan- 
eellor, Dr. David C. Barrow, along 
with other officers of the university, 
submitted his annual report to the 
board of trustees at its initial session 
of the annual gathering Thursday 
afternoon. Deans of all the various 
departments of the college submitted 
reports at this time. 

Chancellor Barrow reported a most 
successful year at the college and 
highly commended Dean Charles M. 
Snelling, of Franklin college, and 
President Andrew M. Soule, of the ag- 
ricultural college, for their work dur- 
ing the past twelve months. Other 
ofLcials, executives and faculty mem- 
ters of the university received kind 
words from the chancellor in his re. 
port. 

Dr. Soule, in his fifteenth annual 
report, submitted to the trustees along 
with that of Chancellor Barrow, 
brought to the attention of the mem- 
bers of the board how the institution 
had grown during the fifteen years 
and also showed how the state had 
failed to take care of this growth with 
increased financial support. The open- 
ing of his report was characterized 
es a plea for more funds with which 
to care for the “increasing interest in 
higher education that has at last taken 
hnld of Georgia and which the state 
must provide for.” 

Optimistic Keynote. 

Dr. Soule’s report was the longest 
and most comprehensive of any of the 
révorts submitted to the trustees. He 
went into the extension work being 
done under the supervision of the 
college and clearly outlined to the 
trustees the effectiveness of this work. 

Optimism was the keynote of the 
agricultural college’s head’s message 
to the board. In part he said: 

“Thoughtful students of econamics 
believe that the period of depression 
which has existed for the past two 
years has touched its lowest level, and 
thut we are now on the upgrade... . 
‘nis study indicates that business con- 
ditions are fair in the western and 
Ss:uthwestern parts of Georgia. The 
nouthern states seem to have recov- 
ered as rapidly as any section of the 
country and the east shows a decided 
improvement over the west.

CHANGES ANNOUNCED 
IN VIADUCT PLANS 


| Revision of engineering plans affect- 
ing the Alabama street approac’: to 
the Spring street viaduct so as to 
lengthen the approach, consequently 


reducing the grade from approximately 
7 per cent to 4 per cent, was approved 
by the viaduct committee of the bond 
comimission Thursday afternoon, 

Albert Howell, a property owner 
interested, appeared before the com- 
mittee and advocated adjustment of 
the plans to provide for a more mod- 
erate grade. 

It is now contemplated to start the 
approach from the west side of For- 
syth street. It was originally pro- 
posed to make the landing near No. 1 
fire station, which would have forced 
the steeper ramp on account of its 
being more than 100 feet shorter. 

L. W. Robert, associate engineer for 
the viaduct, was in conference with 
the committee, and went over plans 
for the bridge and details of a formal 
contract with the city.

It exempts the free state from 
active participation in war without 
the consent of parliament, except in 
the case of actual invasion and gives 
the Irish supreme court the fullest 
powers, only stipulating for the right 
cf citizens to appea: to the king in 
council against the supreme courts 
decisions.

It provides for freedom of religion 
and conscience, gives free state cifi- 
sens full protection against the ar- 
bitrary power of court martial, and 
extends to parliament éxclusive con- 
trol over the armed forces, as stipu- 
lated in the treaty 

Oath of Allegiance. : 

The oath of allegiance is provided 
under article 17 of the constitution 
in the following words: 

“T do solemnly swear true faith 
and allegiance to the constitution of 
the Irish free state as by law estab- 
lished and that I will be faithful to 
his majesty, King George V., and 
his heirs ane successors by law and 
in virtue cf the common citizenship 
of Ireland and Great Britain, and her 
acherents to and membership in the 
zroup of nations forming the British 
commonwealth of vations.” 

The constitution provides that the 
oath of allegiance shall be taken and 
subscribed to by every member of 
varliament of the Irish free state,

ing from the life of a cow-puncher 
in Wyoming to his present connec- 
tion with the veterans’ bureal, and 
he told the former veterans that his 
own life had convinced him that “a 
man can succeed if he wishes to do 
so, and bends his efforts toward the 
goal he sets for himself.” 

Mr. Hyland paid high tribute to 


Georgia Tech and to Atlanta, which, 
he declared, would ever be remem- 
hered as the home of Henry Grady, 
‘a golden-tongued orator, a Christian 
gentleman, and a masterful statesmaa 
who wrote himself largely on the pages 
of American history.” Mr. Hyland 
also declared that the fame of Georgia 
Tech had spread to all parts of Amer- 
ica, and that the institution every- 
where was known “as a school equal 
to any of its kind in the United 
States.” 

“Communities everywhere are co-op- 
erating with you rehabilitation stu- 
dents,” said Mr. Hyland, “and every- 
one, including the officers of the veter- 
ans’ bureau, are keenly interested in 
your welfare. You have the oppor- 
tunity of obtaining the best of edu- 
cation, and of making yourselves 4s 
useful to America in the next few 
years as you were on the battle- 
field. If you make the most of your 
opportunities, as I am sure you will,

skill, ability, honesty, and efficiency, 
and if you are developing yourself 
into that kind of a man it will not 
be a question of looking for a job, 
it will merely be a problem of de- 
ciding which one of your offers you 
will accept. .

Criticism and fault-finding are a 
whole world apart, not in their sub- 
stance but in their spirit.

Criticism, in the best sense, is an 
effort to help the individual criticised 
to get rid of faults that hamper his 
development and would trouble him 
deeply if he could know how they 
looked to others.

He tried it 
dozens of times, and when only trying 
to hit the ball never was struck out. 
His eye was practically perfect and his 
timing of pitched balls remarkable. 

The claim that every batter has a 
weakness is not true; the great ma- 
jority have some marked weakness, but 
some hit anything pitched. They may 
be fooled on one ball when trying to 
guess a pitcher, but when depending 
upon eye alone, they can hit almost 
anything.

A recruiting campaign is being conducted 
to bring the national gnard of Georgia up 
to its full quota, and it gives me special 
pleasure to lend my hearty co-operation to 
this cause, and tv express the earnest de- 
sire that our full quota will be recruited. 

The protection of our country is in the 
hands of the national guard and the im- 
portance of keep‘ng up its full quota cannot 

too greatly impressed upon our people. 

The national guard of the state of Geor- 
gia will assemble on July 9 to 23, for its 
annual encampment at St. Simons Island, 
At that time, they will go through the 
annual summer maneuvers which include 
organized athletics. up to and including four 
hours per day.

In an address which he said he 
was tempted to etititie, “The Decline 
of the American Government,” the 
war secretary declared the drift of 
recent years was gradually weakening 
the nation’s governmental structure 
by undermining the constitution and 
sweeping away the principles of party 
responsibility. :

Congress at “Low Ebb.”

“The direct primary,” he continued, 
“has so palpably lessened the quality 
of men willing to serve in public af- 
fairs that prompt action should be 
taken to greatly modify or entirely 
repeal it.” 

urning to the “bloc” movement in 
politics, Mr. Weeks declared that 
when a party comes into power prom- 
ising to do certain things and then 
finds that groups back away from par- 
ty. allegiance whenever their own in- 
terests seem to be directly involved, 
“there is an end to responsmility in 
government.” 

In its attempts to improve upon 
the work of the fathers by amending 
the constitution, the secretary said, the 
country had “failed signally.” 

He added that in the matter of 
ropular elections “we have run riot”

Think Moving Necessary. 

“In order to be truly progressive 
many people conclude they must be 
continually moving. We have in this 
country a large number of reformers, 
many of them professional reformers, 
who are rushing about trying to re- 
form everything and everybody. 
course, there are conditions which 
need correction, but often the sug- 
gested cure will result in greater evil. 

“A legislator should resist all such 
schemes to the point of being re- 
actionary. 

“If any of you young men and 
women decide to undertake a public 
career, as I hope you will, let me 
urge you never to support a proposi- 
tion because it is popular. Be guided 
in your actions. by wisdom and jus- 
tice. It is easy to obtain the ap- 
plause of the unthinking, but it is a 
cheap price. 

“Government is so intricate that it 
should be administered by trained 
men. The constitution intended that 
this should be done, and that the gen- 
eral comon sense which applies in 
ether fields of human endeavor shonld 
be used in administering the affairs 
of our government. This is an age 
of specialists.” The average citizen 
is so engrossed in his private affairs 
that he has neither the time nor fre- 
quently the capacity to pass on mat- 
ters of governmental policy or the 
qualifications of the condidates pre- 
sented for his suffrage. How can he 
be expected to detect the faults or 
dangers of some proposed change in 
governmental procedure? 

Tendency to Interfere. 

“Then we see an ever-increasing ten- 
dency on the part of the citizen to 
interfere in the details ot legislation, 
and the representative in congress is 
rapidly becoming merely the delegate 
of his constituency. Of course, he is 
aware that the people of his district in 
all probability have been unable to 
give the subject any deliberate con- 
sideration, but an active and organ- 
ized minority may create such a fur- 
ore fthat its demands are mistaken us 
the expressed sentime of a ma- 
jority.

ment.”

“T need hardly say more on this sub- 
ject than to quote from a valuable 
book on constitutional government in 
the United States, written by former 
President Wilson, in which he says, 
‘A government must have organs, it 
cannot act inorganically by masses. It 
must have a law-making hody. it can 
no more make law through its voters 
than it can make law through its 


newspapers.’ : 

“We have recently passed through a 
great war, and are experiencing 
the reconstruction period following it. 
In the midst of comparative plenty, in 
the midst. of reasonable and increas- 
ing prosperity, we witness an even 
greater volume of unrest than even or- 
dinarily obtains. This is evidenced 
particularly in the criticism of pub- 
lie officials of the immediate past and 
present. There is an almost univer- 
sal condemnation of congress at this 
time, and while I think there are rea- 
sons why congress may be criticised, I 
am sure that much of the criticism 
laid at its door is unjustified. 

“But, in any case, in the public 
mind the legislative branch of our na- 
tional government probably never has 
been at lower ebb than it is* today.
